WHEN BABY EATS FROM 
A SPOON 


Time was that babies didn’t get 
0 use their blight new spoons 
given them by proud uncles and 
aunts until they were almost a 
year old and perhaps already tod­ 
dling about. But nowadays the baby 
1 loons with the crooked handles go 
into action as early as the third 
month in some cases or perhaps the 
fifth or sixth month in others. 
On* 
could not say this is be­ 
cause modern babies are sm arter 
than their parents were, for they 
don't actually feed themselves at 
uch an early age. 
The reason for 
the innovation is the doctors’ dis- 
eovt ry th a t if some babies continue 
too long on their liquid diet of milk, 
orange or tomato juice and cod 
liver oil, they may show signs of 
lacking certain vitamins and min­ 
erals present only in cereals, vege­ 
tables and fruits. 
Also, they have 
fdhnd that if the foods providing 
these important elements are given 
babies in a strained or sieved form 
their 
delicate 
digestive 
systems 
* an easily take care of them. 
Of 
course, ballies differ somewhat in 
thtse respects, and so the doctor 
is the one who should d e c i d e 
whether a baby is ready for this 
addition to his diet. 
A point that doctors stress when 
adding strained foods to the baby’s 
diet is that all circumstances con­ 
nected with this new experience 
should be as pleasant as possible

tempting in appearance and taste 
by preparing it carefully and scien­ 
tifically. 
Y’ou will find it worth­ 


while to use the canned strained 
foods, for these are prepared with 
special 
cooking 
equipment 
that 
could not be duplicated in the aver­ 
age home. 
They are tempting in 
both color and flavor because the 
special way of preparing them does 
not destroy 
their identity even 
though they are cooked until they 
are soft enough to sieve to the 
proper smoothness. 
Furtherm ore, 
because these foods ate processed 
in the absence of air, the vitamins 
so im portant to the infant’s growth 
at this time are retained in the foods 
to the highest possible degree. 
You’ll find that if you adhere 
strictly to certain rules when sta rt­ 
ing the baby on strained foods, you 
eliminate the possibility of later 
difficulty in having him eat cor­ 
rectly 
during 
childhood. 
These 
rules will help you in guiding the 
baby toward proper food habits: 
1. 
Only a teaspoonful of the 
strained food should be given the 
first time it is included in the 
baby’s diet. 
Combine it with an 
equal amount of milk or w ater so 
its consistency is not too different 
from the liquids he is used to. 
In­ 
crease the amount of strained food 
gradually until the baby is taking 
a full IO D -ounce tin a t one sitting. 
2. 
Offer each new strained food 
at the beginning of the meal while 
the baby is hungry. 
Do not offer 
more than one new food a day. 
3. 
Be m atter-of-fact in your at­ 
titude 
when 
feeding 
the 
baby. 
Never appear over-anxious to have 
tho baby eat everything you give 
him. 
Remember th a t the baby 
must have time to learn to swallow 
the solid foods. 
4. 
Be sure the baby is in a 
comfortable position when eating. 
5. 
Do not allow the child to be­ 
come excited before mealtime. 
It 
is very easy to get him too excited 
to eat merely by letting him play 
too strenuously at this time. 
6. 
Never allow anything to dis­ 
tract the child’s mind from his 
eating at mealtime. 
Let him know 
that eating time is not the time 
for play.
